FOOTBALL 


At  some  time  in  his  career,  a coach  must  go  through 
what  is  termed  a rebuilding  season.  Such  was  the  1972  sea- 
son for  Head  Coach  Frank  Marino  and  the  Muhlenberg 
Football  team.  Faced  with  the  problems  left  by  graduation 
a year  ago,  Coach  Marino  was  confronted  with  rebuilding 
the  Mule  gridteam.  It  was  going  to  be  a long  season. 

With  only  three  senior  starters,  the  Mules  fielded  what 
was  probably  the  youngest  team  in  the  league.  This  creat- 
ed the  foremost  problem:  inexperience.  Coupled  with  inex- 
perience are  numerous  changes  in  position  in  a search  for 
the  right  combination.  These  problems  and  a league 
stronger  than  usual,  just  did  not  combine  to  produce  a 
winning  season.  It  was  a rainy  day,  a muddy  field,  and  a 
small  crowd  which  saw  the  Mules  put  everything  together 
producing  their  only  win  of  the  season  against 
Swarthmore. 

Despite  the  effects  of  a rebuilding  season,  outstanding 
performances  were  continually  turned  in  by  Jon  Light, 
Frank  McCants,  Joe  Allwein,  Bill  Bilinkas,  and  Ed  Salo. 
Salo  was  chosen  as  Academic-All-American  for  the  third 
straight  year,  and  sophomore  Frank  McCants  was  honored 
as  an  all-conference  selection.  Senior  Gordy  Glass  turned 
in  a season  performance  which  saw  him  as  the  team’s  lead- 
ing receiver  and  Ken  Heddon  continually  pounded  out 
yardage  to  earn  him  the  distinction  of  the  team’s  leading 
ground  gainer. 


This  year’s  Graduation  sees  the  loss  of  seniors  Bill  Bilin- 
kas, Ed  Salo,  A1  Schneider,  Jim  Conroy,  Gordy  Glass  and 
Trig  Kleppinger.  But  capitalizing  on  a year’s  experience, 
talent  has  now  been  found  to  fill  these  vacancies  and 
Coach  Marino  and  his  staff  proved  to  be  better  able  to  uti- 
lize their  personnel  in  1973.  The  1972  season  proved  to  be  a 
year  of  experience  for  14  freshmen  and  sophomore  starters. 
Next  year  should  see  the  return  of  the  team  who  a year  ago 
was  termed  the  team  of  the  big  play.

Soccer  was  the  sport  in  the  spotlight  on  the  Muhlenberg 
campus  during  the  Fall  of  1972,  as  the  Mules  captured 
their  first  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  College  Di- 
vision championship  and  were  tapped  to  participate  in  the 
NCAA  tournament  following  an  unblemished  season  in 
College  Division  play. 

The  Mules  opened  their  campaign  with  a 1-loss  to  Get- 
tysburg, a University  Division  opponent,  and  did  not  lose 
again  until  61  days  and  13  games  later,  when  they  were 
downed  in  the  Pennsylvania-New  Jersey-Delaware  Region- 
al final  by  nationally-ranked  East  Stroudsburg  State 
College. 

In  between  came  wins  over  such  strong  soccer  teams  as 
Lehigh,  defending  MAC  University  Division  champs,  3-2; 
Haverford,  2-1;  and  downriver  rival  Moravian,  4-1.  In  the 
season  finale  the  Mules  downed  Drew  4-2  for  the  league 
title. 

To  some  degree  the  MAC  championship  clash  with  Drew 
was  anti-climactic.  The  season’s  spellbinder  occurred  ten 
days  earlier,  when  the  Mules  stunned  favored  Philadelphis 
Textile  5-4  in  suddendeath  overtime. 

With  less  than  three  minutes  remaining  in  regulation 
time,  the  Mules  scored  to  tie  the  contest  at  4-4.  Three 
minutes  into  suddendeath,  freshman  Greg  Muntz  booted 
the  ball  past  the  Textile  goalie,  giving  the  Mules  one  of  the 
biggest  victories  in  the  history  of  Muhlenberg  soccer.  The 
win  eliminated  the  highly-ranked  Rams  from  the  NCAA 
tournament. 

The  Mules  were  paced  throughout  the  season  by  Bob 
Richard,  Prospect  Park,  N.J.  junior,  who  was  voted  con- 
verence  Most  Valuable  Player.  The  1972  champions  were 


captained  by  a trio  of  strong  senior  performers,  including 
Ron  Dolch,  Teaneck,  N.J.;  Ron  Laub,  Swarthmore,  Pa.; 
and  John  Scially  Bloomfield,  N.J.  Scially  and  Laub  were 
also  named  to  the  MAC  all-star  squad. 

The  Mule  hooters,  who  concluded  the  campaign  with  an 
overall  12-12-1  won-lost-tied  reocrd,  established  another 
MAC  milestone  as  the  first  Southern  Division  team  ever  to 
claim  the  conference  soccer  title.

It  was  not  until  the  last  half  of  the  season  that  both  the  offense  and 
the  defense  combined  to  produce  wins.  The  losses  to  Kutztown  and 
Albright  were  an  initial  discouragement  to  the  team.  With  their  con- 
fidence restored  by  a win  over  Cedar  Crest,  the  team  entered  the  La- 
fayette game,  only  to  be  met  by  a series  of  fouls  which  resulted  in  a tie 
score  and  an  injury  to  center  halfback  Sue  Landis . 

The  tide  turned  after  the  Moravian  game  and  the  girls  returned 
with  a renewed  determination  to  win.  The  remaining  three  games 
showed  a well-organized  and  aggressive  team.  The  highlight  of  the 
season  was  the  win  over  Lebanon  Valley,  consistantly  the  toughest 
team  in  the  Valley.  With  that  victory  plus  the  others,  the  season  was 
definately  a success  for  the  1972  Field  Hockey  Team .

CROSS  COUNTRY 


A rebuilding  Mule  cross  country  team  held  its  own  this 
year,  and  sported  a respectable  500  season.  The  team,  con- 
sisting of  two  juniors  and  six  freshmen,  showed  itself  to  be 
a formidable  opponent  to  the  many  older  and  more  experi- 
enced teams  of  the  conference. 

The  Mule  squad  was  captained  this  year  by  junior  let- 
terman  and  school  record  holder  Rich  Barrett.  Barrett 
blazed  through  the  season,  more  often  than  not  capturing 
top  honors,  and  in  the  process  bettering  his  own  1970  rec- 
ord on  the  Cedar  Parkway  course  by  15  seconds.  Barrett’s 
co-junior  veteran,  “Runnin”  Russ  Herwig,  proved  that  he 
was  not  only  valuable,  but  necessary  to  the  team’s  success. 
Herwig  was  usually  found  in  Barratt’s  wake  in  order  to 
show  up  for  the  lead  in  many  successful  5 mile  “jaunts.” 

The  bulk  and  body  of  the  Thinclads  this  past  season  was 
composed  of  a fine  group  of  determined  freshmen.  Steve 
Nix  helped  tremendously,  supplying  the  needed  “punch 
and  depth”  to  put  victory  out  of  reach  of  the  opposing 
teams.  Mark  “gabby”  DeWalt  also  aided  in  supplying  this 
depth  for  the  team,  as  did  Chris  “Big  Al”  Pels,  Eric  Hog- 
land, Barry  Wiser,  and  Mike  Hostina. 

As  for  the  season  itself,  the  Harriers  overran  Dickinson, 
Scranton,  Albright,  Drew,  Lebanon  Valley,  and  Haverford, 
but  succumbed  to  Delaware  Valley,  Elizabethtown, 
Franklin  and  Marshall,  Widener,  Swarthmore,  and  Ursi- 
nus.

BASKETBALL 


The  Muhlenberg  basketball  season  revolved  around 
three  faces,  two  old  and  one  new.  Captains  Jay  Haines  and 
Joe  Paul  led  the  scoring  attack  and  freshman  Glenn  Salo 
ran  the  offense  brilliantly  for  Ken  Moyer’s  cagers. 

Haines  hit  the  milestone  of  his  career  against  Ursinus  on 
February  10  as  he  became  the  fifteenth  man  in  the  history 
of  the  college  to  score  1000  points.  Jay  also  led  the  team  in 
total  points  scored  and  was  tied  with  Joe  Paul  for  highest 
average . 

Paul,  after  sitting  out  last  season,  came  back  and  took 
over  where  he  had  left  off.  He  added  scoring  to  his  already 
exceptional  skills  of  defense  and  rebounding.  The  baseline 
jumpshot  became  just  as  an  explosvie  part  of  the  Mule 
attack  as  the  Haines  jumper  from  the  Key  or  the  Salo 
drive.  Joe  also  joined  the  exclusive  1000  point  club  when  he 
netted  his  1000th  against  Franklin  and  Marshall  on  Febru- 
ary 15.  Joe,  in  addition  to  having  the  scoring  lead,  was  also 
the  top  rebounder  on  the  squad. 

The  1973  Cagers  were  also  aided  through  the  efforts  of 
freshman  Glenn  Salo.  Although  only  a rookie,  Salo  took 


the  ball-handling  chores  and  general  responsibilities  like  a 
verteran  from  the  outset  of  the  season.  Glenn  broke  all  rec- 
ords for  assists  and  steals  for  the  Mules. 

The  1973  winning  season,  however,  was  the  result  of 
strong  team  play.  Coach  Moyer  was  particularly  pleased 
with  the  play  of  sophomores  Bill  Filipovits  and  John 
Schmehl.  Both  came  through  with  the  big  play  when  need- 
ed and  played  consistently  throughout  the  campaign. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  1972-1973  Cagers  were  outsized 
by  17  of  their  19  opponents,  the  team  netted  a winning  rec- 
ord. Probably  the  biggest  win  of  the  year  was  the  69-63  vic- 
tory over  Widener,  putting  the  Mules  in  the  MAC  playoffs. 
A tight  73-72  verdict  over  Lehigh  and  a 98-93  blow-out  of 
Johns  Hopkins  also  highlighted  the  season. 

Although  the  Mules  lost  to  eventual  league  champion 
Lebanon  Valley  in  the  first  round  of  the  MAC  champion- 
ships, the  Mules  still  had  a very  good  season,  posting  a 13- 
10  record.  Seniors  Haines  and  Paul  were  big  factors  in  this 
success,  and  have  left  behind  a Muhlenberg  basketball 
legacy.

The  Muhlenberg  wrestling  team  showed  they  would  be  a 
team  to  reckon  with  in  the  future  at  the  end  of  their  1972- 
73  campaign. 

Second-year  coach  John  Biddescombe  openly  expressed 
extreme  satisfaction  with  the  grapplers  5-5-2  record. 

During  the  season,  the  Mules  showed  their  strength  in 
the  lightweights.

September  of  1969  sees  the  first  freshman  class  enter  Muhlenberg  under  a new  President,  John  Morey  . . . The  college 
initiates  a liberalized  drinking  policy  and  the  extension  of  visiting  hours  in  the  womens  dorms  . . . Shirley  Chisholm  sets 
a new  record  for  nonattendance  as  a convocations  speaker  . . . The  October  15  moratorium  barely  breaks  the  usual  rou- 
tine with  rallies  and  teachins  . . . Muhlenberg  College  hits  “Playboy”  as  “the  middle  of  nowhere  with  nothing  to  do”  . . . 
Blood,  Sweat,  and  Tears  sings,  “There’ll  be  one  child  bom  in  a world  to  carry  on”  . . . It  rains  . . . Benjamin  Spock  and 
Muhammed  Ali  speak,  Abbie  Hoffman  doesn’t  . . The  basketball  team  wins  their  third  MAC  championship  . . . “Gyp- 
sy” closes  out  the  career  of  the  campus  auditorium  as  drama  is  sacrificed  to  the  cause  of  science  . . Large  numbers  of 
freshmen  decide  to  remain  independent  as  the  fraternity  system  declines  in  importance  . . . The  U.  S.  Army  invades 
Cambodia  and  Kent  State  University  James  Dickey  celebrates  life  in  his  poetry  reading  in  the  Garden  Room  ...  A 
movement  forms  to  strike  classes  in  order  to  protest  American  involvement  in  Southeast  Asia  . . . Muhlenberg  students 
canvas  Allentown  for  petitions  to  end  the  war  Earth  Week  . . Welcome  to  Fort  Shankweiler  . . . Students  arrive  at 
graduation  wearing  armbands  with  a peace  symbol  ...  A new  year  sees  an  end  to  the  requirement  of  eight  Chapel  As- 
sembly attendances  a semester  Homecoming  seeks  to  maintain  itself  as  a tradition  in  the  face  of  changing  campus 
values  and  failing  interest  . . The  Mules  Soccer  Team  wins  this  year’s  MAC  Championship  . . . “The  Guess  Who”  ar- 
rives, and  “Sly”  doesn’t  . . “You’re  a Good  Man,  Charlie  Brown”  . . . The  Academic  Policy  Committee  successfully 
completes  a reduction  in  requirements  and  an  expansion  in  course  offerings  . . . Violations  of  remaining  dormitory  and 
social  regulations  grow  . The  war  continues  as  Muhlenberg  sends  buses  of  students  to  join  those  marching  on  Wash- 
ington . . Students  picket  the  local  Allentown  draft  board  . . Spring  Sing  survives  campus  indifference  but  not  the 
rain  . . The  campus  watches  the  first  election  for  the  prestigious  office  of  student  council  president  that  can  only  man- 
age one  candidate  . “The  Right  to  Know”  Convocations  series  fails  for  lack  of  interest  and  support  ...  “I  am  Curious 
Yellow”  initiates  a new  era  in  Muhlenberg  movies  . . . The  first  experiment  in  coeducational  living  opens  in  Prosser  Hall 
despite  protest  from  students,  faculty,  and  alumni  . . President  Morey  reiterates  that  visiting  hours  still  exist  in  col- 
lege dormitories  It  rains  . The  archaic  form  of  Women’s  Council  Government  is  replaced  with  Joint  Council  and  a 
movement  toward  self-goverance  by  the  students  . The  loss  of  several  thousand  dollars  on  the  “Melanie”  concert  ends 
Big  Name  as  we  have  seen  it  at  Muhlenberg  . The  price  of  education  and  tuition  goes  up  . . Richard  Nixon  deesca- 
lates  the  war  by  mining  Haiphong  Harbor  The  Science  Building  becomes  The  Trumbauer  Building  . . . Goerge  Gal- 
anti  wins  his  battle  against  President  Morey  and  the  State  to  sell  beer  at  “George’s”  . . . Harold  Wilson  arrives,  a few 
days  late,  to  speak  at  Honors  Convocation  . The  liberalized  drinking  policy  has  been  all  but  forgotten  as  grass  replaces 
beer  . . Richard  Nixon  gets  four  more  years  as  the  McGovern  student  bloc  goes  down  to  defeat  . . . The  Administration 
enters  serious  discussions  proposing  a merger  with  Cedar  Crest  . . . The  Vietnam  War  begins  to  wind  down,  as  protest 
takes  the  quieter  form  of  POW  bracelets  . Jane  Fonda  arrives  on  campus  to  speak  against  the  war  but  is  unable  to  . . . 
The  coeducational  experiment  has  succeeded  and  residence  hall  rules  are  now  either  made  by  the  students  or  ignored  . . . 
The  Erotic  Film  Festival  plays  to  packed  houses  in  the  Science  Auditorium  It  rains  ...  A censorship  controversy  ar- 
ises as  President  Morey  seeks  to  check  the  actions  of  the  Free  University  . . . Claude  Dierolf  steps  down  from  his  post  as 
Assistant  Dean  of  Students  . . The  student  protest  against  non-union  lettuce  continues  around  a few  hard  core  sup- 
porters Peace  Apathy  Student  Council’s  Dining  Committee  searches  for  an  alternate  meal  plan  . For  the 
first  time  a student  will  speak  at  Graduation,  Valedictorian  Robert  Small  . Senator  Adali  Stevenson  speaks  the  final 
words  to  the  class  of  1973  as  they  enter  the  promise  of  American  society,  Watergate  It  doesn’t  rain  . . 


So  it  goes.  Four  years  come  and  go  as  the  60’s  merge  into  the  70’s.  The  faces  of  the  freshman  class  change  as 
the  faces  of  new  freshmen  arrive  to  take  their  place.  The  college  grows,  adapts,  fights  to  survive  and  prog- 
ress toward  a more  liberal  atmosphere  of  creativity  and  intellectual  exchange.  The  people  who  are  united 
around  the  institution  also  grow  and  adapt,  learning  to  live  with  other  men  and  their  ideas  as  well  as  with 
themselves.  There  will  always  be  room  for  change  and  progress  in  the  world  of  institutions  as  well  as  the 
world  of  men.  The  unique  times  and  circumstances  which  surrounded  the  class  of  1973  can  never  be  repeat- 
ed. Many  of  them  we  would  not  want  repeated.  You  can  never  go  back,  and  you  should  not  want  to.  The 
changes  we  have  witnessed  both  in  ourselves  and  our  college  give  us  the  right  to  hope  for  the  future. 
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This  was  the  1.973  Ciarla.  This  was  Muhlen- 
berg 1973.  I’m  sure  that  some  of  the  people  and 
scenes  in  the  book  meant  more  to  you  than  oth- 
ers, but  that’s  the  way  it  should  be.  Muhlenberg 
means  something  different  to  every  person  who 
lives  or  works  here.  Each  member  of  the  college 
community  sees  the  school  in  a distinctive  and 
individual  manner.  What  we  have  tried  to  pre- 
sent here  is  a collection  of  many  views  of  the 
campus,  some  of  which  will  have  meaning  for 
you,  others  of  which  may  introduce  you  to  a new 
Muhlenberg.  We  attempted,  in  the  final  section 
of  the  book,  to  go  beyond  the  buildings  and  the 
organized  activities  to  the  people  who  live  in 
those  buildings  and  take  part  in  those  activi- 
ties. With  the  pictures  of  each  area  of  the  cam- 
pus you  will  find  shots  of  people  responding  to 
their  environment  and  those  around  them. 

Symbolic  of  the  larger  entity  it  seeks  to  repre- 
sent, our  yearbook  reflects  a curious  mixture  of 
the  pragmatic  and,  hopefully,  the  aesthetic.  It 
seeks  to  tie  together  the  two  forces  which  rule 
any  college  campus,  those  of  necessity  as  well  as 
those  of  creativity.  Unfortunately,  however, 
this  hybrid  does  not  spring  from  the  campus 
itself,  it  involves  a good  deal  of  time  and  effort 
on  the  part  of  a lot  of  people.  The  staff  of  the 
1973  Ciarla  worked  on  this  volume  for  a number 
of  varied  reasons.  The  common  denominator  on 
the  part  of  everyone  who  put  his  time  and  self 
into  this  yearbook  was  a love  for  Muhlenberg 
College  and  the  people  who  comprise  it.  They 
have  shown  their  love  in  the  creation  of  this 
book.
